The  offense  took  the  limelight  in  the  next 
game  with  Barium  Springs.  The  Comets 
rolled  from  the  kick-off  for  a  70-yard  drive 
to  smash  over  with  a  spot  pass  from  Need- 
ham to  Morgan.  Baker  scored  on  a  14  yard 
run  in  the  second  quarter.  Asheboro  scored 
again  in  the  third  when  Funderburke  broke 
over  from  the  2.  Top  line  spot  went  to 
McKellar.  These  three  tallies  upset  mighty 
Barium   18-13. 

The  next  week  the  "Big  Blues"  hit  the 
road  to  battle  Hanes.    The  Comets  set  up  a 


stone  wall  defense  while  Hanes  unveiled  the 
"I"  formation.  The  first  score  came  when 
Priest  and  Morgan  pulled  down  one  of  the 
Twin  City  lads  in  his  own  end  zone.  Min- 
utes later  Baker  scooted  over.  Hanes  brought 
the  score  up  13-8  in  the  second  half.  Finally 
in  the  last  45  seconds  of  the  game  Needham 
heaved  a  desperate  40-yard  pass  to  York  to 
win  the  game   14-13. 

Asheboro  played  host  to  Thomasville  in 
the  homecoming  tilt  the  next  week.  Funder- 
burke took  the  spotlight  as  he  piled  up  the 
yardage  and  finally  went  over  for  the  only 
score.  Tackle  Nub  Hix  was  lineman  of  the 
night.    Final  score  7-0. 

The  Comets  hit  the  road  again  for  the 
next  game  only  to  be  defeated  by  a  powerful 
Lexington  team.  Although  the  "Big  Blue" 
turned  in  some  fine  line  play  the  Lexington 
team  scored  twice  to  defeat  the  Comets  13-0. 

Traveling  to  Albemarle  the  Comets  went 
down  in  defeat  19-6  before  a  fighting  Bull 
Dog  team.  Asheboro's  lone  score  was  de- 
livered after  a  long  9  5 -yard  drive.  Bell 
chalked  up  four  straight  first  downs  and  was 
credited  with  the  only  Comet  score.  Evans 
and  Priest  were  outstanding  on   the  line. 

Asheboro  met  Monroe  the  next  week  and 
battled  to  a  20-20  tie.  Monroe  tallied  the 
first  score  with  the  Comets  chalking  up  two 
in  the  second  quarter.  Funderburke  smashed 
over  from  the  1  5  while  the  second  score  was 
made  by  a  34-  yard  heave  from  York  to 
Morgan.  Monroe  tied  it  up  in  the  third. 
Funderburke  tallied  the  final  Comet  score. 
With  only  seconds  left  Monroe  tied  the  ball 
game  20-20. 

Highlighted  by  two  flashy  runs  by 
Funderburke  the  Comets  proceeded  to  stomp 
a  weak  Statesville  eleven  to  wind  up  a  very 
successful  season  on  the  gridiron.  In  the 
second  quarter  Needham  crashed  over  from 
the  1  foot  line  to  score.  Then  two  passes, 
one  from  Needham  to  Sanders  and  the  other 
from  York  to  Morgan  chalked  up  the  other 
scores.
